The yards ab out the chancellor’s 
residence furnished a b rilliant set­ 
ting for the recepttons, and a great­ 
er spot-for the six b oys.

A NEBRASKA CONFERENCE. 
The mere fact that busy business and Industrial 
leaders In Nebraska will knock off labors on their own 
ut 
personal Interests to attend a two-day conference up- 
had not giv en a great deal of thought to the problems | 
matters of much importance to the state is 
of ijubllc safety. They had lulled themselv es Into the encouraging. 
belief this was a “different” city; a community Im­ 
mune from v iolent crime, and hence not burdened with 
the necessity of adopting the stern, repressiv e meas­ 
ures which hav e 
characterized police activ ities in 
many other cities. 
Whatev er false notions we may 
hav e had hav e been Jhbroughly dispelled. 
With a 
boldness which shocked and dazed the public, a band 
of gangsters did v isit Lincoln, did rifle the v aults of a 
great banking Institution, did 
enact here 
on 
the 
streets of Lincoln what has been all too common else­ 
where. 
We know now that in the face of such a challenge 
the police force was helple.cs, and as futilely incapa­ 
ble of repelling It as If It were composed of putty. It 
Is a wise awakening and It Is improbable that we shall 
be caught napping again, especially In the face of the 
council’s decision to rebuild the force. ’The city mast 


Yet such a conference is to be held in Lincoln Mon­ 
day and Tuesday, and it will be attended by a large 
number of people, many of them coming a consider­ 
able distance in ordei to be present. The matters to 
be discus.sed are Nebraska’s hlghwgy tH^gram, the 
need of corporation law in Nebraska, and Irrigation. 
All three hav e been more or less uppermost in the 
public eye the last two years. 
The road program is of special concern. There will 
be in excess of $3,000,000 of federal funds In Wash­ 
ington, allotted to Nebra.ska, and unclaimed becaus^ 
we hav e no money to match it, at the close of the 
present year. 
Some prov ision should be made for 
utilizing it. 
As badly as Nebraska needs hard sur­ 
faced highways where trav el is heav y it would be lit­ 
tle short of blindness and stupid economy to forego 
the opportunity to employ $3,000,000 of federal money 
for this purpose. And yet If this money Is to be used, 
we shall hav e to make some prov ision to raise an 
equal amount of state funds to match it. 
At the present time, there is no certainty of cor- 
make up Its mind now to pay the men who guard txiratlon law in Nebra.ska. Its indefinite status, par- 
liv e» and nrcpertv properly and to furnish them with tlcularly the lack of definition of Its powers and 
eaulpment which will at least giv e them an ev en 
cnance with a 
relentless, 
resourceful, and highly- 
armed foe. Men cannot be expected to resist the raids 
of cold blooded killers, armed with the latest In au­ 
tomatic and machine guna, with old, obsolete and ill- 
fitted pistols and shotguns. 
• • • 


But It Is not solely in the matter of equipment that 
the Lincoln iwllce department needs rebuilding. The 
deportment is undermanned. 
In this period of in­ 
creasing crime, the men upon the “beats” hav e been 
called upon to cov er too much territory to cov er 
It effectiv ely and efficiently. 
In some of the larger 
cities where criminals hav e found It possible to shoot 
down single officers and proceed with their crime, 
squads hav e been organized to combat them. At night 
particularly during the coming winter, when It may 
be anticipated the work of the police will be more 
difficult than heretofore, there should be a sufficient 
number of squads to efficiently patrol the business 
and residential sections. 
Mayor Lov e will not find It an easy job to find a 
man who will measure up to all of the qualifications 
a police chief should possess. 
Good police officers are hard to find. 
The work 
Ls dangerous and difficult. 
It calls for qualities of 
courage. Intelligence, imagination and experience. A 
police chief should be physically activ e, alert, aggres­ 
siv e, courageous, of superior mental attainments and 
an astute Judge of human nature. He fills one of the 
most responsible and Important places of the com­ 
munity The safety of both property and life is placed 
In his hands. He must be a silent sentinel, constant­ 
ly on guard both day and night, to restrain the law- 


rlghts, has resulted In a large number of Nebraska 
corporations filing articles of Incorporation In other 
states, notably in Delaware.

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IMPROVEMENTS IN COMMUNICATION. 
Nothing so v iv idly Illustrates the fMxzgress that has 
been made in the means of communication within the 
past decade or two as the statement that It was only 
fifteen years ago, on September 29 , 19 15, that the first 
telephone message was sent across this continent, 
from New York to Mare Island, the nav y yard at San 
Francisco. 
To younger people it must seem that the teleidtone 
must alwayg hav e been av ailable, 
and 
they 
can 
scarcely conceiv e how people cmild get along without 
it, yet there are many now liv ing who can remember 
when the telegraph first came into use, which was not 
until 1844. The telephone is a comparativ ely recent 
inv ention, and the first long distance message between 
Chicago and New York was not sgnt until 189 3. i t 
was years later before long distance came into gen­ 
eral use. 
Wireless of course came still later, and it 
was in 1901 that Marconi sent his first signal across 
the ocean. It was the letter “S”, sent from England 
¡to Newfoundland. 
But while the original Inv entions were made a con­ 
siderable number of years ago. it has been but recent- 
j ly that the Imiwov ements hav e been made which ren-

But a few days ago the srorld was thrilled with the 
news that the illfated Andree and his companions 
had br« n found and since then there has come word 
that trace of the Franklin expedition, one of the first, 
had been discov ered. 
The polar regions are strewn 
with the skeletons of v enturesome men who dared 
all in the interest of science and civ ilization, and lost. 
Their tragic stories might nev er hav e been written 
had the discov eries of Edison, Morse and 
Marconi 
been made a few centuries earlier. 
In fact all history would hav e been different had 
those earlier people been able to communicate in the 
manner of those of today. The treaty of Ghent, end­ 
ing the war of 1812, was signed ov er two weeks lu’lor 
to the battle of New Orleans, and of course if there 
had been such things as the telegraph and submarine 
I cable that fight would nev er hav e taken place. And 
I this might hav e been bad for the United States, for 
no ev ent tended more to raise the young republic in 
the estimation of Europe than Jackson’s v ictory 
Furthermore, had it not been for that v ictory Jack­ 
son might nev er hav e been juresident of the United 
States, which almost ev eryone will agree would hav e 
been little short of a calamity. 
Ev ery situation has its compensations.

fifteen miles of the summit,

cause they were just too late to get 
ov er. Thats where perhaps the only 
case of caimibaUsm was ev er prac­ 
ticed in our country. It was after­ 
wards admitted on the v ery best of 
authority that tlMy actually had to 
resort to the use of human flesh 
to exist. It was one of the greatest 
stories of pioneer life. If you hav ent 
read the '‘life of Hie Donner Par­ 
ty” you dont know nothing of suf­ 
fering and hardships. ‘The Califor­ 
nia Societies are doing a great deal 
to m^serv e the spirits and history 
of these things, and 
they hav e a 
fine monument to commerate the 
spot. ‘Then we went ov er practically 
the route that they hoped to make, 
from Donner lake to Sutters Fort 
(now Sacremento) and through the 
old fort as it is preserv ed today by 
patriotic cltiiMis. and it should be, 
but iU kinder a trav esty on Justice 
that while they kept the IHsri they 
did nothing for the man that made 
the Fort and sav ed the early set­ 
tlers. He diled destitute in Wash­ 
ington trying to get a little dsJi ot 
money from our great gov ernment, 
a mere pittance of what he had 
spent on preserv ing the life of some 
of the early settlers.

Mental capacity is counted 
y the I. Q., which means Intelli­ 
g ence Quotient. 
Parents and teachers who are 
thrown into Intimate contact with 
children really have something of 
a haphazard and a prejudiced idea 
of the intellig ence capacity of these 
children. 
Some parents over - rate 
the iHTig htness of their children; 
others underestimate the abilities of 
their sons and daug hters. 
In late y ears, psy cholog ists have 
therefore 
discovered 
means 
of 
measuring mentality , not so precise 
as the y ardstick, nevertheless fairly 
accurate. This, called the I. Q. test, 
is used in the schools as af measure 
by which the q uality of thè assig n­ 
ments g iven a child may be de­ 
termined. 
' A child reg ardless of the number 
of y ears he has lived, who passes 


of the six -y ear-old. 
The percent­ 
ag es are worked out on that basis. 
Suppose Mary , ag e six , has a men­ 
tal ag e of six . 
The ex aminer di­ 
vides the mental ag e by the chron­ 
olog ical ag e (the number of y ears 
the child has lived) and the q uotient 
is one. For convenience this g rade 
is called one hundred; 
therefore 
Mary ’s intellig ence q uotient is rated 
as one hundred. 
If William, a « d 
four, has a mental ag e of six , his 
Intellig ence q uotient would be (six 
divided by four) or one hundred and 
fifty . 
ChUdren 
rating 
between 
ninety and one hundred are con­ 
sidered normal; those above very 
brig ht; those below, dull.
